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1 . Claim 1 8 has been withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .142(b) as 
being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or linking claim. 
Election was made without traverse in the reply filed on 3/27/2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Rickson (4,863,282) in 
view of Moore (6,405,867). Rickson discloses an apparatus for housing and dispensing an 
ultraviolet radiation protection product comprising a container (12) for receiving and storing a 
specific radiation protection product and a closure (1 1, 1, 10, 22) for the container. The closure 
comprising at least one ambient surface that is exposed at least in part to ambient conditions and 
ultraviolet radiation and an ultraviolet radiation indicator (Figures 1-18) integrally formed within 
at least a portion of the ambient surface and comprising a first, base color (Figure 1) and the 
ultraviolet radiation indicator comprising a thermochromic liquid crystal compositions that 
induces a single color change within the ultraviolet radiation indicator to a second color. 
Rickson also discloses the other limitations of the claims except for the photo-chromic in lieu of 
thermochromic. 

Moore shows an apparatus for housing and dispensing an ultraviolet radiation protection product 
comprising a container (1) for receiving and storing a specific radiation protection product and a 
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closure (6) for the container. Moore further discloses any portion of the container including the 
lid can include photochromic material of the kind which will provide a perceptible colour change 
to a person upon variation in the intensity of ultraviolet radiation (column 3, lines 45-49). It 
would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art in view of Moore to modify the 
indicator of Rickson so the indicator comprises a photo-chromic makeup in lieu of 
thermochromic liquid crystal because the selection of the specific material such as 
thermochromic or photochromic would have been an obvious matter of design choice inasmuch 
as the resultant structures will work equally well.
